entered acd cleared at Chinese Kowloon, 
including Shamshuipo, was 15,441, as against 
8,198 in 1891, that is, not fir from deuble 
the number, ‘The lannchés were employed 
exclusively in carrying passengers, as omny 
as.643,050 persons baying arrived and de- 
parted by launch: within the year. This 
would bo highly‘satisfuetory if the numerous 
passengers were engaged upon legitimate 
business, for as a rule a large passenger 
twafic indicates a healthy state of trade. 
But in the present, cose weare told in the 
report that The existence of the. uumerous 
“pambling-housop at Kowloon aud .Sham-’ 
“ shuipo was of course the attragtion whieh 
“brought: so’ many people io the Chinese 
“frontier.” [ wonld seem, therefore, that 
‘oa an average from 1,500 to 2,000 
persons go to Kowloon. to gamble every 
day. The amount earned hy the launches 
‘int fares is estimated at $20,000 aad 
the profits of the: gambling houses will 
probably he four'ar five, times that amount, 
so that the financial drain on this Colony 
‘ must amount to not less than $100,000 a 
year, not to speak of the amount spent 
on Manila: lottery ticketa and in other 
forms of ‘gambling.
